A. A Good Conduct Medal may 
be awarded for exemplary behavior, 
efficiency, and fidelity to each en- 
listed man of the Army of the 
United States who :(1) On or after 
August 27, 1940, had or shall have 


completed 3 years of active Federal 


military service, or (2) After De- 
cember 7, 1941, has or shall have 


completed 1 year of continuous ~ 


active Federal military service 
while the United States is at war. 

An enlisted man who is eligible 
for the Good Conduct Medal must 
complete an additional three years 
of meritorious service after award 
of the Good Conduct Medal in or- 
der to be eligible for award of the 
Good Conduct Clasp. 

These awards will not be made 


to an enlisted man whose records, 


during the required period of serv- 
ice, disclose a conviction by any 
court-martial, nor to one whose 


character or efficiency is rated be- —

Reed Progresses 
On Artificial Hand 


As its part in the project initi- 


ated by the War Department to 


' develop more efficient prostheses, 
a laboratory has. been established 
at Walter Reed hospital in Wash- 

‘ ington, D. C., to conduct research 
in the production of an artificial 
hand that “reproduces the appear- 
ance and function” of the. human 
hand. 

The project is one of a number 
conducted at Army hospitals under 
direction of Col. L. T. Peterson, the 
Army’s director of research on arti- 
ficial limbs. The work is being car- 
ried on in cooperation with indus- 
try and in liaison with the Com- 

mittee on Prosthetic Devices, Na- 
tional Research Council. 

‘Colonel Peterson cautioned pa- 
tients not to get up their hopes for 
any overnight miracles. In order to 
arrive at the ideal’ solution, the 
research committee must explore 
many possibilities he warned, and 
it would be rash to try to forecast 

* either the results or the date when 
they will be available. 

“The important thing to the arm 
amputee right now,” Col. Peterson 
said, “is that the project has been 

set up and given a green light on 

3 _ everything it needs for success. It 

has top priority. It has a top-notch 

- staff. And it has access to all the 
facilities it may require. Everything 
possible is being done to rush to 
the amputee a new prosthetic hand 
at the earliest possible moment. But 
he wen’t get it until it’s right.” 

_. McGuire’s project under the pro- 
gram is to aid in the development 
of a light-weight metal leg ca 
thesis.

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Getting Surplus Items Tough; 
Vets Snafued by Paper Work 


Elaborate plans for the sale of surplus war property to veterans have 
been announced, giving ex-servicemen preference over other businessmen, — 
but it still is by no means easy for vets to get everything they’ want from 


the government, when they want it, 


and as they want it. 


Vets’ applications are handled by the Smaller War Plants Corp. which | 


has offices in nearly every state. 
The rules provide that material may 
be used for business purposes only, 
and ‘not for personal purposes, which 
means you can’t pick up a pair of 
skis or binoculars for a song to take 
to the country on a winter weekend. 


An ex-GI or a group of them must 
own at least 50% of a going busi- 
ness or a contemplated one and must 
take at least 50% of the profits. He 
must be honorably discharged or on 
terminal leave and have his papers 
with him when applying. He may 
also purchase “initial stock,” and it 
is difficult to define just what that 
means. The capitalization of his 
business must not exceed $50,000, or 
in the case of agricultural concerns, 
$25,000. % 

A vet seeking surplus material goes 
to one of the 114 SWPC branch of- 
fices, and presents a list of what he 
wants. If approved, the request goes 
to the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
or one of the other disposal agencies, 
since the Army and Navy do not sell 
directly to the public. When the re- 
quested property is available, the 
vet is notified and can inspect and 
buy if he still wishes to.

Germans Are Starting 


To Show Teeth Again 


Frankfort on the Main, Germany 
(CNS)—Local anti-American activi- 
ties have increased to such an extent 
in Germany that there were more 
attacks on American soldiers in the 
first week of October than in the 
preceding five months of the occu- 
pation, Drew Middleton, New York 
Times correspondent, has reported. 

The situation has become so seri- 
ous that AMG officials are protest- 
ing the withdrawal of 16,000 experi- 
enced military government officers 
between Nov. 1 and Dec. 15. “Most 
of the trouble,” Middleton said, 
“stems from the fraternization be- 
tween German women and American 
soldiers.” He believes another factor 
involved is the realization, finally, of 
how long and difficult the winter 
will be for the Germans. 

Local organizations — not con- 
nected because of the difficulty of 
communication and transportation— 
are attempting to annoy and attack 
the Americans and sabotage the ef- 
forts of German officials working 
with them, Middleton said.

Mauldin and Nisei |MGH “5” Prepares 


Blast U. S. Fascism 


New York (CNS)—A couple of 
ex-GIs—Bill Mauldin and Ben Ku- 
roki, a Nisei—stole the show from 
a ballroom full of brass at the an- 
nual New York Herald Tribune 
Forum sessions at the Waldorf-As- 
torna here recently. 


T/Sgt. Ben Kuroki, a Japanese- 
American farm boy from Nebraska, 
who flew 30 missions as tail gunner 
in a Liberator over Europe and 28 
more in a Superfortress over the 
home of his ancestors, told the forum 
that “the war is not over for me.” 

Mauldin, Stars and Stripes car- 
toonist and author of “Up Front,” 
warned the forum that the war 
won’t be won until the type of fas- 
cism fought and conquered overseas 
is conquered in America. He said he 
discerned a strong similarity between 
what he as a soldier had been taught 
was evil in the philosophies and 
methods of Hitler, Mussolini and 
Hirohito and what he said was being 
preached in some quarters in the 
U.S.A. : 

The war is not over for Jewish- 
Americans, Italian-Americans, or 
Japanese-Americans, Kuroki said, 
adding that “while there is still 
hatred and prejudice, our fight goes 
on,” 

The young Nisei airman recalled 
how he had to fight prejudice to 
get into combat both in Europe and 
in the Pacific. After returning from 
Europe—while wearing his uniform 
and decorations—he tried to hail a 
cab, and was refused because an oc- 
cupant declared he “wouldn’t ride 
with a Jap.”
